While the platform stand on in-

This year’s revenue act permits 
the splitting of estate and gift 
taxes in much the same manner 
that income for purposes of taxa- 
tion May be divided equally be- 
tween husband and wife. In this 
way an estate may take advan- 
tage of a lower tax rate. 

In vetoing the bill, which was 
passed over veto, President 
Truman said 

“In the case the estate and 
gift taxes, nearly all of the $250,- 
000,000 annual reduction would go 
to only about 12,000 of the most 

ealthy families. The discovery 
that it is possible to make a very 
substantial savings in the gift and 
estate taxes by dividing a family’s 
wealth between husband and wife 
brought forth much ingenious ar- 
nt to the effect that the pro- 
visions in this bill are needed to 
equalize the application of these 
taxes in community property and ee 
common-law states In fact, this 
equalization was in all essential 
respects achieved by legislation 
the Congress in 1942.”

Defiance in the Balkans 


Whatever else it may be, Tito’s defiance of the 
Kremlin is high drama. The Communist party 
of Russia charged Tito with insubordination to 
Moscow and disloyalty to Communism. It called 
upon him to confess and reform on pain of being 
purged. Tito replied by terming the charges 
“fabrications,” “slanders” and “terrible insults” 
and refusing even to discuss them, much less 
confess. And more than three months after the 
charges were lodged against him, Tito remains 
in power in Belgrade. 

The charges were first made by the Central 
Committee of the Communist party in a letter 
dated March 20, but became public only with 
their reiteration by the Cominform Monday. 

If Tito continues able to defy the Politburo, 
the Iron Curtain countries will never again be 
quite the same monolithic tyranny which they 
have been since the end of the war. It appears 
significant that although the Bulgarian Commu- 
nist party has denounced Tito, the Bulgarian 
Government has stated that its relations with 
Yugoslavia remain unshaken.
